His newspaper added: "Nobody be- 


lieves that the measure will work out 
and nobody wants it." 


"The bill is not wanted in any quar- 
ters" said the Morning Post. "It will 
maintain no tenable position between 
union of the Empire and the separa- 
tion by Ireland.

Home Brewing Can Not Be 


Stopped If Liquor is Non- 
Intoxicating 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 
13—Home 


brewing ingredients may be sold but 
sales must not bo under circumstances

Cominls.sioner Williams flatly de- 


clared that home brewed beer manu- 
factured iri the home for beverage 
purposes, even for the sole use of the 
family and bonit'ido guests is illegal 
according to the revenue 
bureau's 


construction of the Volstead law. He 
likewise holds the sales of materials 
for such purposes is illegal. 


Williams ruling is virtually a reit- 


eration of an old ruling but differently 
phrased, and quotes for the most part 
the wording of the Volstead law. 


The ruling lays emphasis upon the 


selling of home brew materials, fape«- 
fically for use in beer brewing. 


It is still possible officials said for 


buyers to obtain separately malt syr- 
up, malt extract, hops, yeaat, sugar 
and other Ingredients, without running 
counter to the bureau's ruling. 


The bureau's principal complaint is 


against Ui« practice of selling the in- 
gredients m the form of mixtures or 
compounds bearing formulas for beei 
making. 


Officials gave this view according 


to the ruling. No serious efforts will 
be made by the bureau to stop home 
brewing, as this was one of the few 
"Immunity" provisions of the law in- 
tended by congress, not to prohibit the 
making and consumption of strictly 
non-alcoholic beverages 
within
